He, 
Lucas Beauchamps — "nigger,” 
was accused of shooting a white 
man in the back only yesterday. 
Calmly he now faced the angry 
surging mob in front of the coun¬ 
ty jailhouse. Hiss d apply lined 
face, stern and mobile, never 
once mirrored an emotion of life. 

He was a blacxman, anchored 
deep in the yellow* soil and gul- 
liei land of Mississippi by his 
ancestors. From them he had 
inherited a little strip of waste¬ 
land and a small cabin in the 
hollow*. There he had lived an 
isolated life, standing on the 
neutral ground between a white 
man and a black man. And for 
that reason he was hated by 
many of the white families for 
miles around. They had sensed 
his attitude, and puzzled, turned 
resentment into this hate. Now 
he was up before them for judg¬ 
ment—and there was talk of 
lynching. 

In the few days that followed, 
he was locked up and well-guard¬ 
ed— not because anyone believed 
him innocent, but because the 
sheriff was a conscientious man. 
Then there was the young boy, 
Charles. He, alone, set out to 
prove him "not guilty.” He even 
went out to the old country 
churchyard and secretly dug up 
the recent grave. He discovered 
another man in the coffin. 

Everyday the town was packed 
with the country people as if it 
were Saturday again. The crowds 
roamed the city square—not dar¬ 
ing to go toward the jailhouse. 
Then the news came that the body 
had been discovered in quick¬ 
sand, and that the bullet wound 
had not been made by Lucas’ 
gun. The fatal bullet was from 
a German Luger, owned by the 
dead man’s own brother. 

He was freed and pardoned. 
The streets were empty and sil¬ 
ent when he walked out into the 
pale sunlight. The once angry | 
mob had gone creeping home to 
hide their burning faces from 
the world. His tall, dark figure 
in its now wrinkled and musty 
black suit disappeared into the 
dusty countryside.

Perhaps this column should just fold up and steal away 
into the folds of night (to paraphrase Irresistible) as there 
is littledn the way of local sports to look at. However, let’s 
ramble around anyway, and you (worthy readers) can always 
turn to another column. 

BASKETBALLS ARE DEFLATED 

As of this time, basketball is in moth balls, drydock, or 
what have you. Though perhaps not quite as successful as 
football, this year’s varsity had a very commendable record 
and showed considerable improvement over that of past 
years. 

This year's team had a total of six wins and twelve losses, 
or a' percentage of .333. Not good enough to win any titles 
certainly, but much better than last year’s record of two 
Wins and twelve losses. 

A vote of thanks should be given to Martin College for 
playing ball. The only two wins last year were at the ex¬ 
pense of Martin, and three of the six this season were over 
the same school. 

One thing this year’s squad had over last is considerably 
more scoring punch. Only trouble was that the other teams 
also had some punch too. 

Some Final Statistics 

I (let’s drop the “we” this time) still maintain that sta¬ 
tistics are interesting and so shall give the individual and 
team compilations for the year; let the figures speak. 

First, the varsity. In their 18 games the varsity scored a 
total of 927 points for a per game average of 51.50. The 
opposition for the same games scored 1,124 points or an 
average of 62.44 per game, a 10.94 bulge for the opponents. 
Much of this total, however, was built up in the two games 
each with Murray and Lambuth. 

The varsity played nine games at home and nine away. 
At home, they had a record of four wins and five losses, 
but on the road could only chalk up two wins against seven 
losses. 

As pointed out earlier, individual scoring was much better 
this year than in either of the past two seasons. For the 
1949-50 season, Ammons led the scoring with 149 points in 
14 games, followed by Rainwater with 134 in the same 
number, the only two above 100. This gave Ammons a per 
game average of 10.8 and Rainwater an average of 9.7. 

This year, as might be expected, there was also a two-way- 
race for scoring leadership between the two Vol forwards, 
Shields and Weatherford. Going into the last game. Shields 
had a 28-point lead on Weatherford, with Red’s 31-point 
display against 8 for Shields nearly cutting this out; but 
Shields did come out on top by five points, 212 to 207. This 
gave Bob an average of 11.77 per game against Red’s av¬ 
erage of 11.50 per game. Shields made his on 87 baskets and 
38 free-throws while Weatherford hit for 83 baskets and 
41 free-throws. 

Third high scorer was Nichols, with 138 points and an 
average of 7,67 per game. He was followed by Siler with 
130 points and a 7.22 average. Big Campbell came next with 
101 and a 5.61 average, and Cain had 62 points and a 4.13 
average for 15 games.

B-Team Statistics 

This year’s B-Team conypiled a very fine record of ten 
wins and five losses. In their fifteen games the Bees scored 
a total of 620 points for a per game average of 41.33. Their 
opposition had a total of 520 points for a per game average 
of 34.66. Thus the Bees had an average 6.67 bulge in the 
scoring. The figures are also interesting in that they show 
the more deliberate style of play used by the B-squad. In 
only two games did either winner or loser score more than 
55 points. 

Leading scorer for the Bees was Hadley with a total of 
129 points and a game average of 8.60. The next three 
scorers were closely bunched with Penn having 99, Fowler 
94, and Turner 89. Of the three. Turner, who played in only 

12 games, had the best average, 7.41. Fowler, who was in 

13 games, had an average of 6.71 and Penn, in all 15, aver¬ 
aged 6.66. Fifth in the scoring was Anderson with 68 and 
a 4.21 average. He was followed by McCullough with 48 
(10 games) and a 4.80 average; Dunn with 42 (13 games) 
and a 3.23 average; Peeler with 24 (7 games) and 3.43; 
Sumrow with.’11 (1 game) and an 11 point average; Gonyaw 
with 4; and McNeil with 3.

rugs and handbags richly colored 
by their own dyes; a primitive axe 
and knives with handles of ivory;
